Most of the latest Increase came 
from wholesale food prices, which 
rose 3.8 percent. Food prices at In- 
termediate stages ' of production 
Jumped 3.2 percent, and at the farm or . 
crude products level, 9 percent. 

Analysts' said these rising -food 
production prices began with a - 
number of factors,' including tight 
credit for farmers; and were made- 
-. worse by "this summer's drought and 
heatwave. 

Poultry prices Jumped 23.5 percent 
in July as millions of chickens died In 
^jhe heat. Beef and veal rose 7.4 
percent at wholesale, pork 13.7 per- 
cent. 

Labor Department economist John 
Layng said these prices will show up 
t mBuperniarketslnaboutamonth. 
"Consumer food prices will rise," 
said Charles Schultze, chairman of 
. the president's Council of Economic 
Advisers, "but we still expect the

The virus can also be 
transmitted from place to place on the 
feet or hair of Infected dogs or by

Temple bells tolled and sirens 
walled at noon, marking the moment 
of Japan's capitulation 35 years ago. 
One minute of silent prayer for the 3.1 
million war dead followed. 

In a ceremony at Tokyo's Martial 
Arts (Budokan) Hall, Hirohito, ac- 
companied by Empress Nagoko, 
bowed before an aljar festooned with 
thousands of white^nd yellow chry- 
santhemums. 

"My heart still pains when 1 think of 
the great 1 number of soldiers and 
people who perished In the war and 6f 
Ihclr.. families," the Blender, 
bespectacled emperor, now 79, said. 

Hirohito, Japan's longest reigning 
monarch, then called on his people to. 
Join him In prayer "for peace for 1 the 
world and national development." 



7 Itwas35yearsago.onAug.15, 1945, 
that the emperor went on nationwide . 
radio and, in a barely audible voice, 
told his country the war was over. 

More than 6,000 people; ' repre- 
senting the faml les of the war dead, 
and 1,000 officials attended this year's 
ceremony. ' ■ 

Prime Minister Zeriko Suzuki 
expressed "heart-felt sympathy" to 
thefamlliesandsald:

A^_ 
species of giant toads, ohce~bclleved 
confined to the Miami area, has 
spread to Tampa, and a University of 
Florida zoology professor, sayB the 
poisonous amphibians may move 
even farther north.

Miami," Mark Wygoda. who Is trying 
to determine how far north the toads
